To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton, and the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, New Hampshire, Tuesday 
the thirteenth day of March, 1984 A.D. at 7:30 PM to act on the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, a Moderator for a term of two years, a Selectman for a 
term of three years, a Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of Public 
Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of three years, a Member of the Board of Adjustment for a 
term of five years, a Member of the Board of Adjustment for a term of one year, three persons for 
a term of one year each to act as Appointing Authority to appoint temporary members to the 
Board of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resignation, death, or absence of any permanent 
member or members, a Trustee of Trust Funds for a term of three years, a Trustee of the 
Carolina Crapo Trust Fund for a term of six years, and a Supervisor of the Checklist for a term of 
six years, 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges and 
make appropriations of the same as set forth in the following budget:

ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to be 
used for unemployment benefits if the necessity should arise. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,800.00 for the 
Franconia, Sugar Hill, Easton Chamber of Commerce. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $693.00 for the 
North Country Home Health Agency, $594.00 for the White Mountain Mental Health Center, 
$1,500.00 for the Littleton Hospital, and $594.00 for Ross Ambulance Service. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 for 
removing the most dangerous gravel bars from the Gale River which presently threaten the 
Streeter Pond Road. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate all the funds to be received from 
Federal Revenue Sharing in 1984 for the Meetinghouse repair. (approximately $6,000.00) 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to purchase a new 
highway sander for approximately $8,500.00 and to transfer the unexpended balances of special 
appropriations for the highway truck, $3,900.00 and the culvert steamer, $875.00 toward the 
purchase and raise and appropriate $3,725.00 from current taxation for the balance. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to receive and spend 
monies which may be received from Federal and State Agencies, including the 1984 Highway 
Block Grant. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of eighty-two 
thousand ($82,000.00) dollars for the purpose of purchasing and equipping a new fire truck and 
to further authorize the Board of Selectmen to withdraw six thousand five hundred ($6,500.00) 
dollars from the Fire Department Equipment Reserve Fund and to apply an amount not to 
exceed thirty thousand ($30,000.00) dollars from surplus funds, and to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow on the credit of the Town the balance of the sum of money so raised and appropriated 
for this purpose, and to authorize the issue of serial notes or bonds of the Town under and in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act or any other enabling authority, 
delegating to the Board of Selectmen the discretion of fixing the date, maturities, denominations, 
the interest rate, or discount rate in the case of notes, the place of payment, the form and other 
details of said bonds or notes, and providing for the sale thereof: and to see if the Town will vote to 
accept any State or Federal monies available toward the purchase of same. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to purchase fire hose 
and raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for the same. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 (ten 
thousand dollars) for the future revaluation of property in the Town. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to purchase a Plain 
Paper Copier for Town Office use and further authorize the transfer of unexpended special 
appropriation for filing cabinets of $897.75 towards the purchase price of not more than 
$1,500.00 and to raise and appropriate the sum of $602.25 towards the balance. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Moderator to appoint a committee 
consisting of one Selectman, one Planning Board Member, one Conservation Member and two 
other persons to make a study and recommendation for future use of Town owned Forest Land. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to direct a discount of one percent (1%) to be made 
to those persons or corporation who shall pay taxes within a period of three weeks from the date 
of the tax bill. 
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ARTICLE 17. “To see if the Town of Sugar Hill shall call upon the Governor and Executive 
Council, its State Representative (s) and State Senator to promptly convene a Special Session of 
the Legislature for the sole purpose of preventing the imposition of huge cost increases in electric 
rates resulting from the Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant on the citizens, businesses, schools and’ 
agencies in the Town of Sugar Hill, and to direct the Selectmen to promptly notify our above 
listed elected officials of the Town’s desire.” (By Petition)

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LIBRARIAN'S 1983 REPORT 


As this is the year of automation so, too, the State Library System is becoming computerized. 
Eventually every library in the state will have its holdings put into the data base in Concord so 
there will be easier access to books anywhere in the state for libraries making requests. Large 
libraries will have their own terminals and smaller libraries will be able to use a WATS line to 
telephone Concord for a requested book. 


However, due to serious budget cuts in the State Library system there has been a loss of 
personnel, fewer books purchased and the Bookmobiles and Book Vans have been terminated. It 
behooves every librarian to travel to Twin Mountain to the Regional Office to obtain books (which 
for the most part are several years old as there are very limited funds for new purchases) and to 
return books previously received. 


As the State Office has been pinched financially so, too, has the Richardson Memorial Library. 
Due to unexpected repairs to our old building, it was necessary to use funds that should have gone 
for books or library needs such as a larger catalog file. The back roof was shingled with town funds 
but repairs of over $500.00 were made from library funds so it was necessary to use some 
endowment money for this purpose. 


The library continues to be a member of the North Country Library Co-op. In this way, group 
buying of books from a jobber results in a substantial discount, not available to an individual 
library. Also at monthly meetings of member libraries common problems can be aired, ideas 
shared, and advice obtained which is most helpful to the administration of the libraries. 


At the advice of the State Consultant, many out-dated books and those not charged out for 
several years were put in a book sale from which $83.55 was realized. The Librarian was then 
assisted by the Trustees in up-dating the catalog file. To further help the budget there is an 
excellent Inter-Library loan system to obtain requested as well as Large-Print books from other 
libraries in the state. 


The Librarian and Assistant Librarian, Elaine Burpee, took two Library Technique courses 
this year through the facilities of the Regional Office in Twin Mountain. Future courses will be 
available through the School for Lifelong Learning and will have a fee charged. 


The children from Crapo Memorial School come to the library in good weather to charge out 
books and enjoy a story hour. There was a reading program this summer but few children 
participated. They came because they would walk to the library whereas children from outlying 
areas have to depend on transportation. 


Each year the Library awards $100.00 to a graduating high school senior from Sugar Hill in 
memory of Gladys Jesseman, former trustee. This year the Gladys Jesseman Memorial Award was 
given to Olivia Listzwan who is continuing her education at Union College. 


Generous donations were received from the Willing Workers, the White Mountain Garden Club 
and interested patrons which helped to alleviate the budget crunch, a yearly problem. 


The Librarian extends her thanks to all those who have helped in any way to make her work 
easier, particularly the Trustees who are very supportive. Suggestions for the improvement of 
library programs are welcome.

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FROM THE SELECTMEN'S POINT OF VIEW 


Once again our prime frustration on the local municipal level is the New Hampshire General 
Court or “the Legislature”. In order to balance their own books they have taken practically all of 
the revenues which we formerly had for themselves. In order tomake it sound morealtruistic they 
have come up with avery complicated revenue sharing formula which puts all state revenue in one 
pot. We all get to dip into the pot but the kicker is that the bigger you are the bigger your dipper is. 
Unfortunately we wind up with a teaspoon. It would be nice to know these things before town 
meeting but the answer seems to be that we should not plan on ANY revenue in years when the 
legislature meets. The Legislature giveth and the Legislature taketh away. Blessed be their name. 


Other than the fact that we are now almost completely dependent on real estate tax for our 
revenue we are in reasonably good shape. Through an astonishing combination of circumstances 
we have apparently finished the year with a very large surplus. The people in the Department of 
Revenue Administration insisted that we still owed one of the School Districts a large sum which 
we knew we had paid and they made us raise the amount in taxation. We were able to prove to them 
that we had indeed paid the amount but too late to save it from being added to the tax rate. Our 
twice yearly tax collection really paid off this year and rather than having to pay interest for 
borrowing we collected quite a bit on idle funds invested. Several departments (particularly the 
Highway Department) came in under budget for which we are always grateful. 


We really should give the Legislature credit for a couple of plusses. We are no longer bound by 
State Highway Department rules and are free to spend our pittance from that source as wesee fit. 
The “laundry list” of things that municipalities could appropriate funds for has been removed and 
we may now make appropriations for “any legal purpose.” 


The Fire Department had a very busy year as you will note in their report, and are to be 
commended for their work. They have attracted quite a few young new members and are very 
active. 


The Planning Board, under the capable leadership of Chairman Phil Robertson, has made very 
good progress and we feel that the town is in much better shape for their efforts. 


We lost quite a few of our senior citizens this past year. Among them was Mr. Homer Aldrich 
who was the town’s last veteran of World War I. We will miss them all. 


You will note in the warrant for the 1984 meeting an article requesting that a sum be set aside 
for future revaluation. Real estate sales in the past few years have driven our equalized valuation 
down to the point where many of our assessments seem to be out of line and we are receiving more 
and more complaints. Our last complete revaluation was in 1971 and we feel that it should be done 
again within the next two or three years. 


We arealso requesting an appropriation for purchase of a copying machine. With this we may be 
able to make our records more accessible to everyone and bring us more nearly into compliance 
with the right to know statutes. 


The Fire Department feels that the time has come to upgrade their equipment and have an 
article which requests an appropriation for the same. Their officers will explain this to you. 


All in all 1983 wasn’t such a bad year and with any luck and some reasonable planning and 
guestimating we may survive 1984.

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THE PLANNING BOARD 


In the past year the Planning Board has updated the Town’s Subdivision Regulations in 
accordance with expressed needs and legislative mandate. The Planning Board feels that in the 
evaluation of a proposed Subdivision our regulations must be followed and the impact of the 
Subdivision upon its neighborhood, the land, the town and the future, insofar as one can judge that, 
should all be weighed with care. 


We have reviewed our need for Site Plan Review as per State RSA 36:19-a and found that the 
Town had approved such regulations in 1977 but that the proper procedure for adoption had not 
been carried out. This has been rectified and Site Plan Regulations are in place. 


At the request of the Selectmen our Town’s Zoning Ordinances were reviewed, clarified and 
amended. Matters such as home industries, light commercial activities, and signs were addressed. 


As Sugar Hill has very bad soil conditions for disposal and care of septage, we worked with the 
North Country Council and have made proposals to the Selectmen (who also act as the local Board 
of Health) having to do with septic plans going to the Selectmen before being submitted to the state 
and allowing the Selectmen more control as local persons are more familiar with local conditions. 


The Town’s Master Plan is being reviewed and attempts to bring it up todate are underway with 
the very valuable aid of the North Country Council. The Planning Board will welcome 
constructive suggestions as to the best ways to use our land resources, protect our views, open 
spaces, our water and scenic roads. Questions of setting aside districts such as agricultural arise. 
Should the town allow condominiums? Should we allow cluster development asa good land usage? 


The Planning Board will be happy to have citizens come to our meetings (held the first Monday 
of each month unless notified) with suggestions. 


Working with the Selectmen and the North Country Council has been productive and, we 
believe, serves the best interests of the town. 


TRI-TOWN RECYCLING CENTER 


With a vote of support in 1981, an appropriation of funds in March of 1982, and considerable 
support from the Selectman’s Office and Highway Department, the Tri-Town Recycling Center 
was opened for use on July 9,1982. Since then the Recycling Committee has continually monitored 
the use of the facility and has made changes as necessary. Two important changes have occurred 
this year. With the Recycling Center in daily operation the Committtee felt it would be more 
efficient to have the Selectman’s Office arrange for the transfer of collected materials. The other 
change was the decision to collect only aluminium cans which will result in a greater return of 
funds to the towns. 


The volunteer efforts of the citizens of Franconia, Easton and Sugar Hill have resulted in 
savings to our towns in two ways; 1) direct reimbursement from the sale of collected recyclables, 
and 2) recycled materials are not thrown into the green bins so we do not pay for their removal. 


In the future the Committee looks toa long term relationship with the New Hampshire Resource 
Recovery Association which is hoping to contract with one vendor to collect materials ona regular 
basis. This should result in increased revenues to the towns. The Committee will continue its 
efforts to beautify the Transfer Station with a garden planned for spring this year. Thank you for 
continued support.

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FRANCONIA-SUGAR HILL POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The number of calls received on the 8123 telephone line showed a slight decrease for the year of 
1983 as compared to 1982. The largest decrease appeared to be in regard to information-seeking 
type of calls, “How are ski conditions,” ete. 


Traffic accidents were still on the decline with the major causes of the remaining accidents 
being Mother Nature with her unpredictable moods, outdated and overcrowded parking lots, and 
speed, with speed being the leading motor vehicle violation factor. As far as Mother Nature and 
the parking lots go, we seem to have little or no control. However, on the motor vehicle violations we 
do, and will continue to in the upcoming year of 1984. 


I would like to commend the New Hampshire State Police for the way they spearheaded the 
campaign against drunk drivers. This campaign has been noticeably effective in bringing a 
serious problem under control through arrest and public awareness programs. A job well done, 
Troopers. 


Getting away from the motor vehicle aspect of law enforcement and into criminal violations, 
which are consuming more and more of law enforcements time, we find small time petty thievery 
to be a serious problem. This problem seems to be compounded by being interconnected with drug 
abuse and alcohol problems, both of which seem to be socially acceptable even though most times 
both are in direct violation of law. We, in the law enforcement field, are greatly disturbed by this 
and if you keep your ear to the ground I promise you will hear it begin to rumble. 


From time to time we draw some negative criticism on the amount of emphasis put on protection 
of the tourist trade, but we must look at it from a realistic point of view and that is the fact that we 
are primarily two tourist communities. 1983 was a good trade year with several of the local 
establishments showing their biggest days ever. The tourist trade puts very little demand on your 
budgets compared to what they have left behind. 


A Government Of the People, For the People, and By the People could become just words in a 
history book if We the People don’t stand by our commitments and obligations and make sure we 
keep this the greatest country in the world. 


A fine police officer and good friend asked me one day not too long ago, what I had done for my 
country today, and the worst of it was that I had to stop and think about it. Hopefully, next time you 
ask me, Sheriff Ash, I won’t have to hesitate before I give you an answer. 


There are times when we feel that a law is the result of poor legislation, or an unfortunate 
decision by our Supreme Court, but there is a small group of individuals, known as Police Officers, 
who refuse to throw in the towel on you, so please don’t give up on them. We may be stubborn at 
times, but we think you’re worth it. At a time when I didn’t think a group of volunteers could 
possibly be anymore efficient then they already were, they went ahead and proved me wrong. 
That’s what your Life Squad and Fire Departments are all about, with Life Squad members 
showing up at the scene of a serious medical problem almost immediately, and the Fire 
Department putting out a fire so fast that it would make any large city full-time fire department 
turn green with envy. And let’s not forget our Highway Department. Until we all get a chance to 
put in 30 or more hours without a break behind the wheel of a snow plow, we probably won’t 
understand why our road wasn’t plowed and sanded first. These are all people who work closely 
with the Police Department and are never more than a call away. 
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Sgt. Anderson underwent 10 weeks of intensive training at the New Hampshire Police 
Academy, graduating with a final grade in the high 90s. Congratulations, Bob, but I never 
expected anything less. 


March of 1984 will mark the 20th anniversary of my career in law enforcement since I became 
Chief in Sugar Hill, and if it meets with your approval, I would like to hang around for afew more 
years. 


I wish to thank all the members of the Police Department for their dedication and caring for the 
people they are sworn to protect, and especially for their nice way of understanding when it 
seemed like the Chief wasn’t having one of his better days.

SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 


1983 proved to be the busiest year in recent memory for the members of the Sugar Hill Fire 
Department. During the year a greater emphasis was placed on training with at least one meeting 
night each month set aside for this purpose. Also, virtually every member of the department 
attended at least one full day fire training school. In addition, two of our members, Peter 
Robertson and Dave Southworth, successfully completed a 96 hour state certification course. 
Several other members are participating in a certification course to be completed this spring. 


Allof the training paid off, however, as the department was faced with three difficult structure 
fires in 1983. In all three instances, response was prompt, water supplies were quickly established, 
and aggressive interior attack methods were used to control and extinguish the fire. The response 
from surrounding towns at these fires was helpful proving once again the value of the Twin State 
Mutual Aid System. 


The above mentioned fires also pointed out some areas of concern in terms of equipment -- 
primarily in the areas of hose and water supply. The Warrant contains articles which are designed 
to solve these problems. First, we propose the purchase of 200’ of four inch hose for supply and 300’ 
of 1% inch hose with nozzles for attack. Also we have proposed the purchase of a new engine to be 
used primarily for water supply. While more details on the need for this engine will be given at 
Town Meeting, let us state here that Engine #2 which is currently used for water supply is over 20 
years old. While it still functions acceptably, it’s reliability must be questioned. Also, Engine #2 is 
capable of pumping only 750 gallons per minute to Engine #1 (our attack piece) which is capable of 
pumping 1000 gallons per minute. Thus, Engine #1 is limited at the fire scene by the capacity of 
Engine #2 at the water source. The proposed new engine would be more adequately equipped for 
water supply and capable of pumping 1000-1250 gallons per minute. 


In 1988, the NH Legislature passed a bill requiring the installation of smoke detectors in all 
rental units. The fire department also strongly urges the use in every home. If you have any 
questions regarding smoke detectors, fire extinguishers, wood stove installation, etc., feel free to 
give us a call. 


There was alsoa fun side to 1983 for the fire department. During the summer months, we fielded 
a team which competed in several musters around the state. In a muster, departments compete 
against one‘another in events which test their skills with hose, nozzles, and other firefighting tools. 
We are pleased to report that the Sugar Hill team brought home over 20 first place trophies. 


Finally, we would like to mention two of our members, Robert Reid and Nick Ianno, who are now 
in the armed services. We are confident that they will do their families, country, and community 
proud. 


In closing, the fire department meets on the first and third Wednesday of each month at 7:00 
P.M. If you’d like to join, stop in to one of our meetings. Everyone is welcome.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and control program leads the 
nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less than one-half acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the prevention and control of all 
grass and woods fires when the ground is not snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written permit for every fire that 
is to be kindled on the ground out of doors when the ground is not covered with snow. Each person 
wishing to have an outside fire must obtain this written permit from the town Fire Warden before 
kindling the fire. Any person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is violating 
our forest fire permit law and is subject to a court appearance and could be fined up to $1,000 and 
receive a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless it is raining. The reason for 
this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily between 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides to 
a safe level between 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels 
that are easily ignited and dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part of 
the day fire fighters are not readily available in most communities so an escaped fire could burn 
longer and cause greater damage before being suppressed. 


Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly appreciated. 
As Smokey says, “Remember, Only You Can Prevent Forest Fires!”

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SUGAR HILL PLAYGROUND COMMITTEE 


The Sugar Hill Playground Committee was established as the result of an article on last year’s 
Town Meeting warrant calling for the creation of a committee to develop a playground plan for the 
land behind the Carolina Crapo School. Prior to the creation of the Playground Committee, the 4-H 
Club leveled and re-seeded the playing field behind the school with the aid of a $100.00 4-H grant 
and further support from community organizations, various individuals and 4-H fund raising. In 
the hope of furthering the playground improvement and drawing broader community 
participation in this project, this playground committee picked up where the 4-H Club left off. 


Since its inception a year ago, the playground committee has met quarterly with many 
interesting and exciting ideas being generated from those meetings. Many of our residents found 
the field behind the Carolina Crapo School buzzing not only with mosquitos and black flies during 
the summer evenings of 1983, but with the activity of the local peewee baseball team. Thanks tothe 
Sugar Hill Fire Department, sturdy benches were built to accommodate the players, and a 
backstop will be provided for the 1984 and beyond seasons. 


The playground committee recognizes a definite need for a recreation area for the enjoyment of 
our residents and visitors as well. Plans are being drawn up for a nature walk through the woods 
behind the school. It is hoped that the nature trail could also lend itself to cross-country skiing in 
the winter. 


The greatest boost to the playground committee, in addition to the enthusiasm and creativity of 
its members, came with the announcement at our last meeting that a local benefactor recently 
made a very generous monetary offer to help to bring one of the committee’s major plans to 
fruition. A sub-committee has been chosen to look into the establishment of a fenced-in, all 
purpose, hard surface play area which would combine volleyball, tennis, basketball and 
badminton facilities. 


Anyone interested in volunteering their time, ideas, suggestions, etc. to the playground 
committee will be most welcome.
